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PREFACE 

Triennially,  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Branch  produces  a  major 
publication  describing  North  Carolina's  mortality  experience  for  a  five- 
year  period.   Those  volumes  include  mapped,  tabular  and  trend  data  as  well 
as  narrated  analyses  for  leading  causes  of  death  in  the  state's  100  counties. 
In  the  interim,  supportive  reports  of  the  mapped  and  tabular  data  are 
published  annually. 

The  present  volume  is  a  supportive  report  which  may  be  used  in  con- 
junction with  the  1972-76  publication  for  purposes  of  current  health  planning 
and  analysis.   The  Public  Health  Statistics  Branch  will  also  continue  to 
publish  the  report  Detailed  Mortality  Statistics  which  provides  annual  counts 
of  deaths  classified  according  to  underlying  causes  of  death  and  the  age, 
race  and  sex  of  decedents. 

The  tables  of  this  report  provide  selected  mortality  statistics  for 
counties.  Department  of  Human  Resources  Regions,  Health  Service  Areas,  and 
the  state  (see  maps  on  preceding  pages).   More  than  a  dozen  of  North 
Carolina's  leading  causes  of  mortality  are  depicted  in  these  tables  and 
corresponding  maps;  in  addition,  various  cancer  sites  are  also  tabled  and 
mapped.   Total  infant  mortality  data  are  shown  in  Table  28  and  Figure  28, 
and  Table  1  on  page  3-3  describes  the  cause  of  death  categories  in  terms  of 
codes  from  the  International  Classification  of  Diseases,  Adapted  (Eighth 
Revi  sion) . 

Beginning  with  1975  events,  multiple  conditions  present  at  death  are 
being  coded  such  that  we  now  have  statistics  relative  to  underlying  causes 
of  death  (Tables  1-27  and  corresponding  figures)  as  well  as  all  conditions 
present  at  death  and  reported  by  the  certifier  (Tables  29  and  30).   Three 
diseases  in  particulai — hypertension,  arteriosclerosis  and  diabetes — are 
considered  associated  conditions  far  more  often  than  they  are  considered  an 
underlying  cause;  hence.  Figures  29.A-31.B  display  1975-78  county  rates  for 
deaths  associated  with  a  mention  of  each  of  these  diseases.   Series  A  maps 
(blue)  are  unadjusted  rates  while  series  B  maps  (red)  are  age-race-sex- 
adjusted  rates.

COMPUTATION  OF 
MORTALITY  RATES 


In  this  report,  general  mortality  rates  are  expressed  as  resident 
deaths  per  1,000  population  while  all  cause-specific  mortality  rates  are 
expressed  as  resident  deaths  per  100,000  population.   The  infant  mortality 
rates  of  Table  28  and  Figure  28  are  computed  as  the  number  of  resident  deaths 
per  1,000  resident  live  births. 

Vital  events  in  this  report  are  allocated  to  place  of  residence.   For 
deaths  of  inmates  of  long-term  institutions  (mental,  penal,  old  age,  orphan, 
nursing  home,  rest  home,  etc.),  the  institution  is  considered  the  usual 
residence  provided  the  decedent  had  resided  in  the  institution  at  least  one 
year.   College  students  and  military  personnel  are   considered  residents  of 
the  college  or  military  community. 

The  following  definitions  apply  to  the  rates  of  Tables  1-27: 

Unadjusted  Annual  Death  Rate:   the  annual  death  rate  computed  as  resident 
deaths  per  1,000  or  100,000  population.   These  rates  permit  the  user  knowledge 
of  an  area's  status  with  respect  to  the  observed  Incidence  of  mortality  during 
the  given  year. 

Unadjusted  5~Year  Death  Rate:   the  average  annual  death  rate  computed  as  average 
resident  deaths  per  1,000  or  100,000  average  population.   These  rates  permit  the 
user  knowledge  of  an  area's  status  with  respect  to  the  observed  incidence  of 
mortality  during  the  5-year  period.   These  rates  are  depicted  in  the  Series  A 
maps  printed  in  blue. 

Adjusted  5-Year  Death  Rate:   the  average  annual  age-race-sex-adjusted  rates, 
computed  by  the  direct  method.   Also  expressed  as  deaths  per  1,000  or  100,000 
population,  these  rates  are  those  which  would  be  expected  if  the  average  annual 
age,  race  and  sex  composition  of  each  county's  population  were  the  same  as  that 
estimated  for  the  state.   These  rates  are  free  of  the  effects  of  age,  race  and 
sex  and  thus  permit  the  user  knowledge  of  an  area's  status  with  respect  to 
other  determinants  of  mortality  during  the  5-year  period.   These  rates  are 
depicted  in  the  Series  B  maps  printed  in  red. 

Population  bases  for  the  rates  of  this  report  were  provided  by  the  Office 
of  State  Budget  and  Management  of  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Administration. 
For  the  maps,  we  clustered  counties  into  six  rate  Intervals  using  the  Statistical 
Analysis  System  to  group  counties  "most  like  each  other." 
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II.   INTERPRETATION  OF 
MORTALITY  RATES 


To  assess  an  area's  relative  mortality  conditions  during  a  five-year 
period,  both  the  unadjusted  rate  and  the  adjusted  rate  can  be  compared  to  the 
state  rate  for  a  particular  cause  of  death.  Then,  provided  the  area's 
unadjusted  rate  represents  a  relatively  stable  situation,  viz.,  the  rate  has 
not  fluctuated  widely  in  recent  years,  the  following  alternative  diagnoses 
will  apply:

In  using  adjusted  rates,  it  is  important  that  the  user  understand  the 

reason  for  adjustment.   The  following  hypothetical  example  illustrates.   Here, 

A  &  B  stand  for  population  subgroups,  e.g.,  whites  and  nonwhites,  males  and 
females,  etc.

Compared  to  the  state,  county  subgroups  A  S  B  (e.g.,  whites  and  non- 
whites)  both  have  lower  rates,  but  the  county  as  a  whole  (A  &  B  combined)  has 
a  higher  rate.   This  seemingly  paradoxical  situation  results  from  two  factors: 
different  proportions  of  A  S  B  in  the  county  vs.  the  state  population  and 
wide  differences  between  the  rates  for  A  vs.  B.   In  this  example,  it  is  true 
that  the  county  has  the  higher  total  rate— BUT  ONLY  BECAUSE  THE  POPULATION 
CONTAINS  A  HIGH  PROPORTION  OF  SUBGROUP  A. 

Certainly,  it  is  important  for  program  planners  to  know  that  the  county 
has  a  high  rate  relative  to  the  state;  this  information  is  needed  in  deter- 
mining manpower  and  facility  needs,  etc.   But  in  assessing  "risk,"  the 
researcher  needs  to  adjust  for  confounding  factors  such  as  race.   To  do  this, 
one  multiplies  each  population-specific  county  rate  by  the  corresponding 
"standard"  population,  sums  these  results  and  divides  by  the  total  "standard." 
In  the  above  example,  using  the  state  population  as  the  standard,  the 
computation  is: 

(Jtl^l  '  ^'°°°)  ^  (T^   '  ^'QQQ)    0.1897  or  189.7  per 
13^000  1,000  population 

Thus,  as  rates  specific  for  A  &  B  imply,  the  county's  rate  is  lower 
than  the  state  rate  after  adjustment  for  the  factor  (say,  race)  represented 
by  A  S  B. 

Caution! 

In  assessing  the  relative  mortality  conditions  of  a  county,  one  should 
be  particularly  aware  of  small  numbers  since,  in  such  cases,  random  fluctuation 
in  the  rate  may  render  rate  comparisons  invalid.   This  is  the  case  in  Mitchell 
County  where  there  are  few  nonwhites  and  a  single  nonwhite  death  can  drastically 
alter  the  county's  death  rate.   To  illustrate,  one  1977  death  in  an  age-race- 
sex  population  group  estimated  at  only  1  resident  contributed  to  the  county's 
age-race-sex-adjusted  nephri t i s/nephrosi s  death  rate  rising  from  2.16  during 
1972-76  to  170.06  during  197^-78.   Similarly,  the  county's  adjusted  cirrhosis 
death  rate  fell  from  217.^1  during  1972-76  to  '♦.09  during  197^-78  due  to  a  non- 
white  death  during  1972.   Other  counties  should  be  aware  of  similar  situations. 
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Also,  all  counties  should  be  aware  that  some  maps  for  ISy't-yS  look 
quite  different  from  corresponding  maps  for  1973-77.   Although  extensive 
changes  between  two  closely  overlapping  time  periods  generally  would  not  be 
expected,  it  is  recalled  that  death  rates  ran  high  in  1973  (9.0  for  the  state) 
compared  to  1978  (8.5  for  the  state).   The  effect  of  deleting  1973  while  adding 
1978  may  serve  to  alter  clustering  patterns  more  than  usual. 
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III.   NORTH  CAROLINA  MORTALITY 
TRENDS  197'4-1978 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  North  Carolina's  death  rate  rose 
slightly  during  1978  to  8.5  deaths  per  1,000  population.   Rates  for  the 
following  causes  were  S%   or  more  above  1977  levels:   cancer  of  the  pancreas, 
lung,  prostate;  Influenza/pneumonia;  chroni c  obstruct i ve  lung  diseases.   At 
the  same  time,  hypertension,  stroke,  cirrhosis,  nephri t i s/nephrosi s  and 
suicide  rates  were  down  by  at  least  1%. 

This  report  covers  the  five-year  period  197't-1978,  and  the  remainder 
of  this  analysis  focuses  largely  on  changes  occurring  between  the  first  and 
last  years  of  the  interval.   In  considering  these  changes,  the  reader  should 
be  mindful  that  death  rates  during  1972  and  1973  were  the  highest  recorded 
in  North  Carolina  since  1938. 

Focus:   Race-sex  Trends 


Whites  and  nonwhites  of  both  sexes  experienced  rate  declines  between 
1973  and  197'+  with  nonwhite  females  experiencing  the  greatest  reduction. 
Since  that  time,  only  nonwhites  have  experienced  substantial  rate  reductions 
l.bX   for  nonwhite  males  and  k.\%    for  nonwhite  females.   The  white  female 
rate  increased  slightly  during  the  period.   Together,  these  race-sex  changes 
in  mortality  have  served  to  lessen  the  gap  between  males  and  females,  whites 
and  nonwhites.   Still,  those  concerned  with  mortality  differentials  should  be 
aware  that  in  North  Carolina  in  recent  years: 

-  Male  death  rates  have  approached  or  exceeded  100% 

of  female  rates  for  8  major  causes:   acute  myocardial 
infarction,  lung  cancer,  chronic  obstructive  lung 
diseases,  motor  vehicle  and  other  accidents,  cirrhosis, 
sui  ci  de  ,  homi  cide . 

-  Nonwhite  death  rates  have  approached  or  exceeded  100% 
of  white  rates  for  6  causes:   cancer  of  the  stomach, 
cervix,  prostate,  hypertension,  nephri t i s/nephros i s , 
homi  ci  de. 

During  1978,  the  four  race-sex  groups  experienced  total  deaths  per 
1,000  population  as  follows:  white  males  (9-6),  white  females  (7-0),  non- 
white  males  (11.2),  nonwhite  females  (7-5).   Both  female  rates  were  up 
slightly  from  1977  levels. 


Focus:   Age  Trends 

Between  1973  and  197^,  each  of  the  four  race-sex  groups  experienced 
reductions  in  most  age-specific  rates;  exceptions  were  young  adult  females 
of  both  races  whose  rates  increased.   Since  197'*,  each  of  8  age  groups  studied 
(given  below)  has  experienced  reduced  or  unchanged  mortality.   Reductions  have 
been  greatest  at  ages  35"'*'*  and  '45-5^;  these  rates  dropped  by  1^.7  and  13. 3 
percent  respectively.   Among  whites,  ages  0-^4  experienced  a  substantial 
reduction  of  16.7%  between  197^*  and  1978.   For  all  other  age  groups,  nonwhites 
experienced  the  greater  reductions. 

During  1978,  the  8  age  groups  experienced  deaths  per  1,000  population 
as  follows:   0-^  Ct.O),  5-1^  (0.4),  15-2^  (1.2),  25-3^  (1.5),  35-^^    (2.9), 
hS-5^    (7.2),  55-64  (16.1),  65+  (51.7).   In  all  age  groups,  nonwhite  rates  were 
higher  than  corresponding  white  rates;  they  were  two  to  three  times  higher 
at  ages  0-4,  25-34,  35-44  and  45-54. 

The  median  age  at  death  in  North  Carolina  was  69. 0  years  in  1978  compared 
to  67.9  in  1974  and  66.4  in  1970.   These  medians  compare  to  28.1  years  in  1914 
when  N.C.  deaths  were  first  centrally  recorded. 

Focus:   Cause-of-Death  Trends 

Of  the  26  causes  tabled  in  this  report,  rates  for  only  diabetes  and 
cancer  of  the  colon/rectum,  female  breast  and  prostate  increased  between  1973 
and  1974  when  the  total  death  rate  dropped  significantly.   Since  1974,  however, 
rates  for  all  major  cancer  sites  except  cervix  have  increased,  and  the  rate 
for  chronic  obstructive  lung  diseases"  is  up  by  30%.      At  the  same  time,  rates 
for  several  cardiovascular  causes  are  down — stroke  by  an  impressive  ]S%.       In 
numerical  terms,  this  means  that  about  1,096  fewer  North  Carolinians  died  of 
stroke  in  1978  than  would  have  died  had  the  1974  rate  maintained.   By  the 
same  token,  about  1,032  more  citizens  died  of  cancer. 

The  1974  to  1978  percentage  changes  in  death  rates  are  given  in  Table  1, 
page  3-3-   In  addition  to  the  changes  discussed  above.  Table  1  figures  reveal 
overall  improvements  in  diabetes,  cirrhosis  of  the  liver  and  external  causes. 
The  ]0%   decline  in  motor  vehicle  fatality  has  been  related  to  a  1974  decision 
to  lower  the  maximum  speed  limit.

As  seen  above,  North  Carolina's  total  death  rate  is  recently  declining 
much  less  than  that  for  the  U.S.  due  mainly  to  far  less  decline  in  heart 
disease  and  non-motor-vehicle  accidents  and  a  greater  increase  in  cancer 
mortality.   These  findings  suggest  that  the  state's  population  may  be  aging 
faster  than  the  U.S.  population,  and  indeed,  that  is  found  to  be  the  case. 
Relative  to  changes  in  the  U.S.,  the  proportion  of  the  N.C.  population  that 
are  ages  0-4  is  declining  and  the  proportion  of  the  population  that  are  65 
and  over  is  increasing  faster. 

Based  on  the  above,  it  is  apparent  that  accurate  assessment  of  changes 
in  mortality  risk  requires  age-adjusted  death  rates.   Although  these  are  not 
presently  available,  efforts  to  produce  the  rates  for  each  race-sex  group  for 
a  number  of  years  are  underway  and  a  report  of  the  results  will  be  forthcoming. 
This  effort  utilizes  the  I940  U.S.  population  as  the  standard  for  adjustment 
in  order  to  compare  N.C.'s  experience  to  that  of  the  entire  U.S. 

In  the  meantime,  the  1940  U.S.  standard  has  been  used  to  compute  1975 
and  1977  age-adjusted  rates  for  the  total  N.C.  population.   Compared  to 
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corresponding  U.S.  rates,  these  rates  point  up  some  severe  mortality  conditions 
in  North  Carolina  as  capsuled  in  the  following  statement  relative  to  1977: 

Compared  age  for  age  to  all  Americans,  North 
Carolinians  are  experiencing  about  10^  greater 
mortality:   10^  more  from  heart  disease,  33% 
more  from  stroke,  16^  more  from  arteriosclerosis, 
]2%   more  from  diabetes,  2(>Z   more  from  influenza/ 
pneumonia,  22%  more  from  accidents,  23%  more  from 
homicide.   Cirrhosis  and  suicide  levels  are  about 
the  same  as  nationwide;  cancer  mortality  is  about 
k%    1  owe  r . 

The  kZ   cancer  deficit  in  1977  follows  a  6%  deficit  in  1975,  thus 
reflecting  North  Carolina's  rapidly  rising  rate  relative  to  that  of  the  U.S., 
even  after  age-adjustment.   Certainly,  health  officials  in  North  Carolina  need 
to  be  concerned,  especially  with  rising  colon,  breast  and  prostate  cancer  since 
these  forms  of  cancer,  like  cervical  cancer,  are  amenable  to  early  detection 
and  treatment.   North  Carolina's  public  health  community  should  also  consider 
major  initiatives  in  the  area  of  accidents.   In  1977,  N.C.'s  age-adjusted  motor 
vehicle  fatality  rate  exceeded  the  U.S.  rate  by  13%.   But  more  alarming,  N.C.'s 
adjusted  rate  for  other  accidental  deaths  was  30%  above  the  U.S.  rate.   Detail 
for  1977  shows  that  N.C.  unadjusted  rates  for  accidental  poisoning,  firearms 
and  fires  exceeded  corresponding  national  rates  by  78,  56  and  ^48  percent 
respect  i  vely . 

Regarding  "mentioned  conditions"  data  which  are  available  only  for 
1975  forward.  Section  V  of  this  report  provides  1978  frequencies  for  major 
conditions  and  1975-78  maps  for  three  leading  conditions.   For  the  state  as 
a  whole,  1978  rates  for  mentions  of  those  three  conditions  were  all  down  from 
1975  levels — arteriosclerosis  by  5.^%,  diabetes  by  3-7%  and  hypertension  by  2.2%. 

Focus:   Cause-race-sex  Trends 

Whatever  the  reasons  (aging  and  otherwise)  for  recent  changes  in  death 
rates  for  cardiovascular  and  related  causes,  cancer  and  noncancer  lung  diseases, 
these  changes  are  of  utmost  importance  in  terms  of  health  program  planning. 
Thus,  it  behooves  us  to  look  at  current  rates  and  recent  changes  within  race- 
sex  groups.   As  noted  earlier,  certain  causes  are  associated  with  unreasonably 
wide  gaps  between  the  sexes  and  the  races. 

Undoubtedly,  some  gaps  observed  on  the  following  page  are  associated 
with  race-sex  differences  in  age  structure  and  recent  changes  therein.   Again, 
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age-adjusted  rates  will  allow  for  more  accurate  assessments  of  real  race-sex 
differences  in  mortality.

For  the  first  time  in  recent  history,  N.C.'s  1977  infant  death  rate 
was  exceeded  by  that  of  D.C.  and  as  many  as  7  other  states.   Unfortunately, 
the  N.C.  rate  rose  from  15-8  in  1977  to  16.6  in  1978,  the  first  rise  since 
1972.   Neonatal  and  postneonatal  rates  were  1.1%   and  12.8^  respectively  over 
1977  levels.   By  race,  1978  rates  and  \311-1%   percent  changes  were:
